Federal Judge Waddill Orders Vessel 


Restored to English Owners—Was 
Brought Into Norfolk by Lieut Ber 
and His Prize Crew Last February 


NORFOLK, 
Ya., July 29.—Federal, 


Judge Waddill today decided the libel | 
proceedings for possession of the cap-' 
lured British liner Appam in favor of 
the English owners and against the 


erman prize crew which brought her 
icre. 


The court held that the German gov- 


ernment lost all legal claim to the Ap- 


and her cargo as prizes of 
war 


when Lieut. Berg and his prize crew on 
last February first brought them into 
the neutral waters of Hampton Roads 
with the intention of ''laying up" the 
vessel indefinitely. 


The court held further: 
"That the Prussian-American treaty 


of 1753, renewed in IS2S, docs not ap- 
ply to control in the case so as to guar- 
antee the prize crew asylum in United 
States waters. 


"Thai the action of the German prize 


court in declaring the Appam a prize 
while-the case was in litigation in the 
United Slates courts hay no effect ?n 
the jurisdiction of the courts. 


"That the jurisdiction of the United 


States couris in the case is established 
by a long line of precedents, includ- 
ing several by the supreme court." 


"The court's conclusion," the decision 


reads, "is that the manner of bringing 
the Appam into the waters of 
the 


United States as well as her presence 
in those waters constitutes a. violation 
of the neutrality of the United States; 
that she came in without bidding or 
permission; that she is here in viola- 
tion of the law; that she is unable to 
leave for lack of a crew which she 
cannot provide or 
augment 
without 


further violation of neutrality; that in 
her present condition she is without 
a lawful right to be in and remain in 
these waters; that she, as between her 
captors and owners, to all practical 
interests nnd purposes, must be treat- 
ed as abandoned and stranded upon our 
shores and that her owners are entitled 
to restitution of their property, which 
this court should award, irrespective 
of the prize court proceeding's of the

Sanitarians arc very wise- 
ly admonishing us 'to buy goods . in 
original packages, and- this advice is 
being generally'observed for hygienic, 
if for t ho other reasons, and so,' If 
mother. is_ getting "stung" she seems 
to, like it, as demand -for. "package" 
goods is increasing daily, and we keep 
right.on paying for; paper, cardboard 
and tin containers.

point, Mr. Skelly said: 


Pncknge Foods -Are Hygienic 


"Of course there is a saving in.buy- 


ing goods in bulk, but it Is simply an 
imaginary saving. In bulk goods we 
must he ever on the alert for dirt, 
dust, insects and uncleanliness in han- 
dling. 
In the package article, this is 


obviated. 
The goods are clean. And 


that's worth something. 
Then there 


is economy in buying the package 
goods, because they can be used away 
down to the bottom of the container, 
and there is.no waste. 


"In buying the hygienic article like 


the fruits and jams put up by Curtice

the explosion of the powder magazines 
of the United States Cartridge Co. at 
South Lowell. II was shortly after

o'clock on the morning of July 25, 1'JDo, 
thrtt the two magazines located at thi: 
further end 
of 
Bitlerica street, one 


filled with dynamite and tiie other with 
powder, exploded. 


Twenty-one people were killed 
and 


.scores were injured. 
About 30 dwell- 


ings were destroyed and the ruins 
caught fire, adding to the horror of the 
catastrophe. 
All of 
the 
police 
who 


were on duty there and the entire f 
department buttled with the Humes. 


Portions of human limbs were picked 


up in tho streets near the scene of tho 
explosion and scores of dwelling houses 
within a radius of a mile were practi- 
cally shattered, while, glass was brokei' 
10 miles nway l,y the terrific force of 
ihe explosion. 


The scenes at the hospitals in this 


city beggared description. 
The muti- 


lated forms of niftu, women and chil- 
dren were taken to the hospitals

The militia was called out to
